For it was Ufu- 
al in thofe Ancient times co ftrairen the Gate that led 
to the Solemnity, by Opening the Wicker only,that 
the Guefts Invited to the Banquet m ght not Crowd 
Diforderly. 

And as the Strait Gate fignifies the Way to Eter- 
nal Happinets, fo the Gentle Philofophers repre- 
fented the Paths of Vertue under the like Exprefii- 
on. Cebes ( who was a Treban Philofopher, and So- 
crates his Scholar ) telis as in his Pinax, that the 
Afcentto Vertue is Exceeding Strair. And hence 
we may learn che Modefty of the Humble Jefus, in 
that, tho” he was the Divine Adyos, the Exer- 
nal Word, yet he no ways Affected Singular Ex- 
preffions, but was willing to far to Condeicend to 
Men’s Capacities, as to Ufe Their Cuftomary ( if 
Pertinent } Modes of Speech,

Explanation of the Paflage, in what Sen{e the Gate, 
that leadeth unto Life, is Strait, we an{wer, that 
the Expreffion 1s very Proper upon a Twofold ac- 
counc : Either as taken ina Refpeétive, or in an 
Ablolure Intendment, 

The Gate is Strait ina Refpective Senfe, becaufe

For the Many 
choofe the 41, that leadeth to Deftruction ; a We 
Appofitely termed Broad,with regard to the Crowd. 
ing Travailers, to the Multitude of Sinners. The 
foremention'd Cebes fays of the Narrow Way, that 
very Few there are, thac Walk therein. And {mall 
indeed wasthe Number of the Verruous, in the 
time of the Poynant Satyrift ( if we make no Poe- 
tical allowance) who compai'd the §om Toral of 
the Upright to the feven Gats of Thebes, to the 
feven Mouths of Nile, 

Lhe Gate is ThereforeStraie inan Ablolute Senfe, 
becaufe a Religious Life isa very Nice,a very Diffi- 
cule Undertaking. The way of Vercue ({ays che 
fame Cebes ) is Rocky and Uneven, 

But then it may be Ask'd, how this Comports 
with thole Scriprure-paflages, thar reprefent the 
Paths of Religion under the endearing notion of 
Peace and Pleafantnefs. 

In Ani{wer to the Opjection we think it proper to 
oblerve, that the Strairne(s of the Gate ( as taken 
in the Latter Senfe) has a more Peculiar regard to 
the Commencement ofa Verruons Life, to our firft 
Entrance on an Holy Converfation. It is Difficulr 
(nodoubr) for the Natural Manto Thwart the 
Prevailing Bials of his Nature, to Swim againft the 
Rapid Stream, to ftruggle with his Reluctant Paihi- 
ons, and turn the Current of his'Violent Affections. 
I is Difficult (no doubt ) to pur off the Old Man, 
to Wreftle with Flefh and Blood, vo bring the Body 
under, to fubdye the Tyranny of the Will, and 
Captivate the Rebellious Thoughts to the Obedience 
of Chrif?t. But when once we have made a thorough 
Conqueft, when once we bave led Captivity m4 
tive, Then, what was before exceeding Difficult, 
will become Eafy to us: Then we thall behold Re- 
ligion in Another view : Then Vertue will Difclofe 
her Unrivai’d Charms, and We thall be Eviamour’d 
with her Surprizing Beauty.

Q. Gentlemen, It is 4 con/i lerablewime fince I trou. 
bled ye with the following Queftion, viz, Whether the 
Advice of Gamaliel ( Acts 3d ) in relation to the A- 
poftles and the Religion they taught be not a £00 d Ar- 

ument in bebalf of the Mahometan Religion, whic. 
has made fo great 4 progre{s,and had fo long a durati- 
on in the World. 

A. Gamaliel {aw, that the Chriftian Religion was 

Propagated by fuch Unequal Agenis, tuch Weak, 
uch Feeble Inftruments (who had Unheard oi 
Difadvantages to ftruggle with, both with regard to 
the Nature of the Doctrine taught, and the Pow- 
erful Adverfasies, that Opposd it ) that he Pru- 
denuy Concluded, thara Religion,fo ftrangely Cir- 
cumftantiated, cou’d Never gain Credit in the 
World, unlefs Miraculoufly Supported by a Power 
Divine. But This bears no Manner of Analogy to 
the Mahometan Impofture; which {pread {fo far by 
the Power of the Prevailing Sword, and was of a 
Nature Polirickly accommodated to Fiefh and 
Blood.

As often as that Re- 
volution is perform‘d, the New Moons, the Full 
Moons, and all the other Configurations of the 
Moon return to the fame folar day. If therefore 
you obferve, what day of any Month the Moon 
Changes, you may Conclude, that upon the Ex- 
piration of Nineteen Years, the Moon will change 
on the very fame day of the Month.
